the public. A number of business 
houses finding that they could have 
their letters delivered for eighty cents 
a hundred, immediately bought the 
stamps and had their city mail trans- 
mitted through this post office which 
was called The Ledger Dispatch. The 
first stamps used were light pink, but 
as soon as the issue was exhausted the 
proprietor had a dark red, and finally a 
purple stamp printed. About the time 
the purple stamps appeared the Gov- 
ernment interfered, notifying him that 
his business was illegal. As he disre- 
garded this order he was visited by the 
Marshall’s Deputies, and his place was 
closed, all his stamps on hand destroyed 
and a fine imposed upon him. As he 
saw at once that his business was de- 
stroyed, he redeemed all the stamps in 
the possession of his customers and left 
Brooklyn. 

Since then the Willoughby Building 
has been partially destroyed by fire,. no 
less than three times within as many 
months, so that all traces of the Ledger 
Dispatch are obliterated. Unfortunately 
and very curiously too, the stamp col- 
lectors of New York and Brooklyn 
knew nothing about all this until after 
the post was closed, being so close to 
home it was.entirely overlooked. 

In contradictien to some local posts 
which have been closed by the Govern- 
ment in the last year, the stamps seem 
to have disappeared, only a very few 
are known to exist. 

The stamp is rectangular, and_ the 
design measures 19 by 26mm. _ Inthe 
centre is the representation of an ad- 
dressed and stamped envelope, above 
which are the words, ‘‘The Ledger,” 
and below ‘“‘Dispatch,” and ‘419 Ful- 
ton Street, Brooklyn.” 

This is all in an octagon with a 
groundwork of lines diverging from 
the centre. In the four corners is the 
letter ‘*L”’ Rouletted in colored lines.—

Errors. 
BY **QUIXOTE.” 


Errors in Philately exist intwo forms 
viz., errors that are due to some mis- 
take or blunder on the part of the man- 
ufacturer of the stamps, and consist 


_— 


mainly of misspelled words, either in 
the wording of the stamp itself or in a 
surcharge on it, by being printed in 
false eolors, etc., etc. 

But leaving this variety of errors 
for futnre consideration we will turn 
our attention to those of a graver sort, 
those that reflect on ourselves as phi- 
latelists, and that have done more to 
retard the advance of our study. more 

than any other one evil, ie.:  rrors 
in Philatelic Literature, for 


“‘When people are once in the wrong, 
Each line they add is much too long, 
Who faster walks, that walks astray, 
Is only farthest from his way.” 


Our Catalogues, hand books, and 
even our papers are full of errors. 

Hyppolyte in a recent number of the 
Stamp World says: “If collectors 
trusted to their catalogues and guides 
(?) a little more and to their cuteness a 
little less, we think they would be 
much less likely to be gulled.” I wish 
sve could trust them, but such, how- 
ever, is notthe case, and must do as 
best we can. 

These errors are not intentional on 

| the part of the publishers, but are due 

either to the imperfect records now in 

existence, to being misled by incorrect’ 
information, or arise from ignorance. 

Take for example some of the U. S. 
Locals issued prior to 1860. 

Such a thing as a correct list is not in 
existence. Impostors have crept in 
despite our bestefforts to exclude them. 
Then there were ‘‘small posts” in little 
known districts that have never been 
brought to light, or if they have are 
viewed with suspicion, and which we 
believe, yes, we know to be authentic, 
are compelled to helplessly stand aside 
unable to prove them so. 


In reporting new issues mistakes fre- 
quently occur, and are seldom if ever 
rectified, and so it goes on record, to 
be copied and made worse probably by 
some other paper, to be raked up at 
some future day to be viewed with 
amusement if not disgust by the finder. 

Our articles on obsolete stamps _par- 
ticularly those that have been so for 
years, must out of necessity be based 
on such records as haye been left, and 
gleaning from such a field, what will 
the harvest be? 

Collectors! ‘Do unto others as you 
would be done by.’’ Should you receive 
information that would benefit others, 
do not selfishly withhold it. 

Observe! Compare! Reflect and 
Record.—[ Bayonne Philatelist.

U1.—BRITISH st IANA. (Conclud- 
ed.)

Tur PosTaGE STAMPS. 


After six years had elapsed the peo- 
ple of British Guiana began to grow 
somewhat tired of the postage ' stamps 
then in use and longed for a new set. 
This desire was soon granted by the 
colonial authorities and in the year 
1860 a new series made their appear- 
ance. The design was similar to that 
of the preceeding set and is described 
as follows: A vessel in full sail to right 
in solid garter in which is in- 
scribed the motto of the colony; in out- 
er rectangular frame is inscribed Brit- 
IsH to left; pOsTaGE to right; GUIANA 
above and value below; date 1860, one 
figure in each corner. The values and 
1 cent, rose-pink ; 
2 cents, orange; 4 cents, blue; 8 cents. 
pink; 12 cents, lilac; 24 cqnts, green. 
There are two varieties of perforation 
—large and small. The colors of all 
the values of the above issue vary large- 
ly. In 1862 a onecent, color of paper, 
red, brown, deep brown, was issued 
and the following year brought to light 
a one cent, color black. Tbere exists, 
proofs of this latter printed on thick 
paper and being unperforated, the col-| 
lector will have no trouble in confound- 
ing it with the originals. Taking the 
stamps of this country in cronological 
order, next comes the provisionals. | 
which I think are undoubtedly th: 
most interesting of all. In the latte: , 
part of October, 1852, the supply of the, 
current stamps of 1,2 and 4 cents hay- 
ing given out, the necessity therefore 


arose for providing some substitute till 
the fresh supply arrived from England. 
These stamps were then printed for 
immediate use in the colony, under the 
instructions of postmaster. They were 
of the three values above mentioned, 
the following being a list of the varie- 
ties. Border of pearls: 1 cent, pink; 2 
cents, yellow. Border of grape _pat- 
tern: 1cent, pink; 2 cents, yellow. 
Border of crossed ova’:: 1 cent, pink; 
2 centsy yellow. Border of quarterfoils: 
4 cents, blue. Border of hearts and 


dots: 4 cents, blue. The design on 
these stamps was of the simplest de- 
teription, consisting merely of the 
words, pritisH to left, GUIANA above 
POSTAGE to right, with value below, 


printed on four sides of a rectangle. 
These stamps are surrounded by bor- 
ders (as givenabove) of different pat- 
terns, printed in movable types. Be- 
fore being issued for circulation the ini- 
tials R. M. was written on each stamp. 
These initials were written by an em- 
ployee in the post-office and are in 
black ink on the pink and red on _ the 
yellow, while on the blue they are 
written in acid which discharges the 
color of the paper and leaves the writ- 
ing white. All the stamps of*this issue 
were printed on perforated sheets and 
were adhesive. As soon as the fresh 
supply of the usual stamps were pro- 
cured, these were immediately sup- 
pressed and the colonial authorities not 
regarding this issue with much pride, 
destroyed allthe stock then existing. 
Early the next year, the @ixth issue 
made its appearance. They, like most 
of the others, were executed by Messrs. 
Waterlow & Sons, and show great taste 
and skill. They were printed in Lon- 
don and exported ready for use, to the 
colony. The designis as follows: A 
ship sailing to right inclosed in circular 
band, inscribed DAMUS PETIMUS QUE 
VICESsIM straight lines, above, B. GUI- 
ANA, below value in Roman _ notation, 
ornamented andrils, date 1863, one 
letter in each corner. Below are the 
values and colors; 6 cents, blue; 24 
cents, green; 48 cents. red. The col- 
ors of these stamps vary greatly, there 
being many shades of each value. They 
are also fotind with large and small 
perforations, the smaller being the first 
issued. Although there were slight 


alterations made from time to time in 
. the current issue. 


No new set came 
into existence until July, 1876. These 
stamps were much smaller in size than 
their predecessors. The devise is a 
vessel] sailing to right in flattened oval 
frame, inscribed DAMUS PETIMUS QUE 
vicissim ornamented spandrils, the 
whole enclosed in br6ad white frame 
inscribed posTaGE above, value below, 
BRITISH On the left and GUIANA on the 
right. The following are the values 
aud colors: 1 cent, slate; 2 cents, 
orange; 4 cents, blue; 6 cents, choco- 
late; 8 cents, rose; 12 cents, lilac; 24 
cents, pale green; 48 cents, rose; 96 
cents, yellow-brown. The next and 
Jast emission took place early in 1882. 
The design, which has been well-nigh 
the same on all the stamps since the 
1860 issue isas follows: Two masted

Perhaps at this point the reader won- 
ders why Ihave not mentioned any of 
the surcharges or official stamps of 
British Guiana. At the outset it was 
my intention in penning these few lines 
to give only a brief description of the 
emissions of the colony and incomplete 
as the above list is, I hope the ama- 
teur for whom these talks are intended, 
may find something that will be of in- 
terest and profit to him.

Boer Land.

The stamps ofthe South African Re- 
public, or Transvaal, as it has lately 
been called, are interesting from an his- 
torical point ot view, showing as they 
do the political changes which have 
taken place in the country ‘in recent 
years. Transvaal, meaning ‘beyond 
the Vaal,” (ariver in South Africa,) 
was occupied by Dutch Boers, who left 
the Orange Free State in 1848. They 
established a Republic which was _ re- 
organized by Great Britain in 1852. In 
1877 complications arose with Great 
Britain and on the principle that 
“might makes right” the country was 
annexed by thut power on April 12th 
of the same vear. The Boers vehem- 
ently protested against such action, and 
sent a delegation to England to plead 
for justice. They were not even granted 
a hearing, and on their return, war was 
declared. The Boers were everywhere 
successful, and after the battle of Maje- 
Ja mountain, an artwistice was ‘agreed 
upon between the opposing ferees pend- 
ing the settlement of the questions at 
issue. The result was that the govern- 
ment of the South African Republic 
was partially restored to its brave and 
rightful owners, though some numer- 
ous restrictions were laid upon . them, 
one being that the country must con- 
tinue to be called Transvaal. These 
restrictions have been the subject of 
negotiations between the two govern- 
ments and the final result is that they 
have been nearly all removed, leaving 
the people in entire and undisputed 
control of their own affairs. ;

people, and that they were successful 
in their war and controversy with Gt. 
Britain shows them to be a nation not 
to be despised because few in numbers. 

Postage stamps were first introduced 
in ’69 and as the issues and varieties are 
numerous, space will not permit their 
description and classification here. 
Suffice it to say that those first appear- 
ing were few in number and that they 
bore the arms of the Republic. After 
the occupation of the country by Great 
Britain, all the stamps were surcharged 
“V. R. Transvaal,” and in the follow- 
ing year they gave place toa series of 
sevea values, with the portrait of Queen 
Victoria. It was sought to change the 
name of the country, as well as ab- 
sorb it, as is shown by the inscription 
on the stamps. During the last year 
stamps of the first type and with the 
old name ‘‘Z. Afi. Republick,” were 
again brought into use, illustrating the 
restoration of the Boers to the complete 
control of their government. 

The diamond and gold fields of the 
South African Republic are very valu- 
able. Diamonds were discovered in 
1866 near the Vaal river and since that 
time many valuable stones have been 
found. During the past year gold has 
been discovered in large quantities and 
the mines, it is thought, will produce 
largely. 

As citizens of a free country we can- 
not fail to admire the brave and _ suc- 
cessful efforts of the Boers to establish 
and maintain a Republican form of gov- 
ernment, and all who are familiar with 
their history must award them praise 
for what they have accomplished under 
such difficulties and against auch odds.
